All who are interested in local archaeology and genealogy, 
will welcome the promised early publication by Mr. Forrest of 
his monumental work on the Burgess Rolls of Shrewsbury, It 
will contain information about thousands of local families. Every 
member of the Caradoc Field Club should subscribe for a copy.

I am sorry no Cryptogamic records are to hand this year. Mr. . 
J. B. Duncan wrote me expressing his sorrow at not being abie to make 
more investigations in this county of the Mosses and Hepatics, as he 
has now settled in distant Berwick-upon-Tweed. 


And it has not-yet been possible to find a successor to the late 
Mr, W. B, Allen, whose knowledge of the Fungi, in all its many groups, 
was so all-embracing, thorough, and accurate. 


It is much to be hoped that some of the younger members of 
the Club may turn their attention to both the Fauna and Flora of 
Shropshire, the largest in area of all the inland Counties, and which 
therefore presents a wide field for research in many directions.

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ENTOMOLOGY. 


The Season was very unfavourable and very few butterflies 
were seen. Those noted were the very early species, such as the Small 
Fritillaries which were fairly common at Bomere, but several visits 
there failed to produce any note-worthy records. The Wrekin District 
too, was barren, hardly any specimens of Blomeri (Biomer’s Rivulet 
Moth) were seen. 

A few specimens of Haslata, (the Argent and Sable Moth) were 
taken at Bomere and I obtained two worn specimens of Callunae—the 
‘Northern Eggar at Meole, One of them laid ten eggs which hatched 
and the larvae are now hibernating, I hope to secure some good 
specimens of the moth later on 


We are pleased to welcome another helper in the study of 
Coleoptera Mr. G. H. Ashe, M.A., of Hartlebury, who has kindly 
furnished a number of interesting records from the Shropshire side of 
the Wyre Forest. 


The attached list of 35 species brings the total for the County to 
859 species. 

This is quite an inadequate representation of the beetle fauna, 
and much work remains to be done, The examination of mole’s, 
bird’s and ant’s nests, in various localities, would produce many new 
records, and an effort is being made to work some of the unexplored 
districts. Two hours collecting last September, at Benthall Edge, 
under the guidance of Mr. G, Potts, produced about 17 species in 
association with fungi, five being new records. 

Mr, A. J. Barnes, 1 Ashley Street, Shrewsbury, would be pleased 
to co-operate with anyone interested in the extension of this list.

ZOOLOGY. 


The birds of Shropshire have been so thoroughly recorded 
during the last hundred years, that a species new to the county can 
now rarely be added to the list, Nevertheless I can report one in 
19238-—-the Spotted Redshank, an immature male shot at Ellesmere in 
September, But, to my mind, it is even more interesting and satis- 
factory to record that at least two pairs of Hen Harriers and two 
pairs of Buzzards nested in Shropshire. This is one more proof 
that the absence of keepers during the War has given the birds of 
prey a chance to recruit their numbers which were, in many cases, 
verging on extinction, Another instance illustrating the same point 
is the trapping of another Polecat in an Oswestry garden last October, 
whilst a male Hen Harrier was seen in Carnarvonshire in May, and a 
Hobby near Bewdley in June. Another Hobby was killed at Knighton 
in August. Nightingales returned. again this year to Pulley Common 
and Betton, rearing broods at both places, but they were not so 
generally distributed as in the previous season. 

Among the Jess common species noted this year were a Golden 
Oriole at Prees, Grey Phalarope at Ellesmere, Red-necked Phal- 
arope on Marbury Mere, Spotted Crake at Whitchurch, and Richardson’s 
Skua near Shrewsbury. 

In November Siskins were unusually plentiful at Llangollen, 
and Bramblings about Broseley, 

The Pied Flycatchers which nested at Church Stretton for the 
three preceeding years failed to appear in 1923; this is rather disa- 
pointing. 

Woodlarks appear to be on the increase both in Shropshire and 
in the adjacent Welsh counties. 

Long-tailed Tits also are gradually regaining their former 
numbers, and a party were noted in the autumn in Anglesey where 
the species is rare. 

Other interesting Welsh occurrences were a party of Smews, 
Mergansers, and Pintail ducks on the Conway estuary in November, 
the first-named being rare, and a Great Grey Shrike in Anglesey 
in February. 

As regards migration, the season was remarkable for the un- 
usually early arrival of the Swallow, Martin, Swift, Wryneck, Cuckoo, 
and Willow Wren, whilst the autumn exodus also began early on the

Worfield, a very poor summer, 

Snow on May 17th: it fell on 9 days only throughout.

days. Thunder on 10 days. Hail on 9 days. There were 
gales on four days.

Strawberries’ promised well, but 
seemed to stop off suddenly; drying up. Peas were good, 
brassicas, fair. Not a single observer mentioned out-door 
tomatoes, for there were none: the season was simply im- 
possible. Oakley, ‘ the runner beans and vegetables marrows 
cut by early frost in September.”
